SHEEPSHEAD BAY IMPROVEMENTS. 



Down Sheepshead Bay way the vrork is 
going merrily on the new training track. 
Tne big stretch of property to the east of 
the Futurity course is alive with w’orkmen 
and wagons, and already a very fair idea 
is obtained of what this new work will look 
like when it is fini.shed. In the laying out of 
the mile circuit it has been found necessary 
to cut away about twenty feet from one of 
the stables in that section, and with this 
exception it is merely a question of con- 
structing and building up the swampy land 
into a modem track. This filling is princi- 
pally necessary on the west stretch of the 
new work. To the east of the clump of trees 
that the track will circle, the meadow is al- 
most as level as a billiard table, and in the 
survey chosen the labor will be compara- 
tively easy. The ground has been broken on 
the south turn of the course and a hope is 
expressed that weather conditions will be 
such that the new work will be in readiness 
for galloping next spring. In the selection 
of this site for training grounds, the con- 
venience of horsemen has been consulted, 
and no portion of the immense plot occupied 
by the Coney Island Jockey Club could give 
the same satisfaction. A great many of the 
horses are stabled well toward the north end 
of the course, and in reality the training 
ground will be much easier of access to 
many of them than is the track itself. 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



There has been much conjecture about the 
status of “Boots” Dumell and Lester Reiff 
on account of the coming Ascot Park meet- 
ing at Los Angeles being under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Pacific Jockey Club. Dumell and 
Lester Reiff are under the ban of French 
and English jockey clubs. The California 
Jockey Club has recognized the rulings of 
foreign jockey clubs, but this is not the case 
with the Western Jockey Club, that controls 
racing in the middle wesL This organiza- 
tion permitted Dumell to race. One of the 
first things that came up at the recent con- 
fab of turf magmates at Los Angeles was 
this matter. Ascot managers admitted they 
were against it, and explained that Dumell 
had been invited to come to Los Angeles, as 
well as all owners in good standing with the 
Western Jockey Club. President Williams 
argued that it would be a good scheme to 
compromise with Dumell for money consid- 
eration, but after discussion it was decided, 
in view of entanglements, Dumell and Reiff 
be granted x>ermiseion to race this season 
only.

METHODS OF STARTING. 

Speaking of the new walk-up system of 
starting, an old turfman who goes away 
back to the days when they started by tap 
of drum said recently: 

“The new plan may work all right after 
awhile when the boys and the horses become 
accustomed to it. It has some adv'antages. 
It is not so great a strain on a horse as a 
fiatfooted start, and it favors sulky horses 
who are apt to become entirely intractable 
after remaining at the poet for a time. The 
plan also works to the benefit of apprentices 
and inexperienced boys. The lads walk to 
the start with a loose rein and of course 
when a horse jumps away he gets into his 
full stride at once. But under the flatfooted 
system the boys hold a tight rein, the horses 
go up against the bit, and with an inexperi- 
enced kid holding on for dear life, a ’norse, 
even if he gets away well, is apt to have all 
the worst of it. 

“I do not think that walking to the 
barrier will hav’e any results in the way of 
equalizing starts, by which I mean it will 
not give a po«3r jockey an equal chance with 
a good one. On the other hand, first-class 
riders will have all the best of it, and I be- 
lieve when it comes to the decision of the 
big stakes in the east next summer the 
starter will have his own troubles — that is, 
if the plan is adopted at all the tracks. 

“Clever boys like Burns or Odom or Fuller, 

i w'ho are under big salaries and w'ho are rid- 
ing for valuable stakes, will take chances, 
j They will discount a fine or a short suspen- 
sion by the starter if they can get their 



mounts awaj” in stride and in front, and It 
looks to me as though the walk-up system 
would give them a better opportunity to do 
this than any other. 

“As to that, however, no method of send- 
ing the horses away has ever yet been de- 
v”ised that will prevent star riders from oc- 
casionally beating the starter. Possibly the 
walk-up plan may be modified as Mr. Fitz- 
gerald is now” doing at New Orleans, so that 
it will work out all right. But I am opposed 
to radical changes in starting with barriers, 
for the reason that after you have taught 
the horses what to do under one system you 
have to begin all over again when you adopt 
another.” — Morning Telegraph. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Announcement comes from the east that 
the Jockey Club had granted to the Buffalo 
Racing Association dates for a spring meet- 
ing in 1904 from June 6 to June 25, both 
dates inclusive. The association has planned 
a series of stakes, and which, with its over- 
night events, w-ill make up the most ambiti- 
ous progn'am outside the metropolitan circuit. 
The fact that the principal event will be the 
Buffalo Derby, of a value of not less than 
$6,000, is an indication not only for high char- 
acter of the racing that is aimed at In west- 
ern New York, but of the perfect confidence 
of the management that sport, properly con- 
ducted, will meet with most generous re- 
sponse. Mr. S. S. Howland, president of the 
Buffalo Racing Association, said recently: 
“It was our original intention to open our 
meeting at Kenilworth on Decoration Day, 
and of that intention we notified the Ontario 
Jockey Club on several occasions, the first 
almost immediately after the close of our 
meeting in September last. In future, how’- 
ever, and beginning in 1905, the Buffalo Rac- 
ing Association will undoubtedly ask th?* 
Jockey Club permission to begin its spring 
meeting on Decoration Day, and have so 
officially notified the Ontario Jockey Club. 
The autumn days will be approximately the 
same as those of last year, depending, of 
course, on the dates which may be assigned 
to Saratoga.” 

Sam Summerfield has arrived at New Or- 
leans with his crew' ready to do business. 
This is Summerfield’s first visit to the Cres- 
ent City. His present intentions are to 
remain there for the rest of the winter.
